McCombs, well-known Democratic politician and capitalist, 
was the original Wilson man.

But—when McComb had been used to the limit, Wilson 
coolly and deliberately threw him overboard. 
Col. George Harvey was a close second to McCombs as a dis­ 
coverer of Wilson and was even a more ardent booster. 
Mr. 
Wilson, however, just before the election, put the skids under 
Hatvey by writing him a public letter in which he informed Har­ 
vey that his support was a detriment rather than a help. 
Jo. Tumulty, it is said, was not an original Wilson man but 
came to the support of the Princeton professor early enough to 
get on the band-wagon and became private secretary to the Gov­ 
ernor and later to the President. 
Tumulty’s fulsome flattery of 
the autocratic ex-President, in his recently published book, “Wil­ 
son as I Knew Him,” did not save him, and he has lately taken 
bis place under the guillotine with McCombs and Harvey. 
Another to follow unceremoniously in the famous Wilson col­ 
lection of cast-off' political servitors is Senator James A. Reed 
of Missouri, a leading Democrat and former political associate of 
Mr. Wilson. 
Senator Reed is a candidate for re-election, and in 
the hope of defeating him, the ex-President a few days ago wrote 
and published a letter in which he repudiated the Missouri man 
in the most caustic and scornful language. 
Who will be the next victim of Mr. W ilson’s unhapply humor? 
Son-in-law McAdoo, who was even later than tile others in 
becoming a Wilson advocate, was the chief beneficiary of tile 
Wilson administration, although Tumulty was by no means a 
loser, all tilings considered. 
McAdoo- appears to be still in the 
good graces of Wilson, but he probably sees what is eventually 
coming to him, a s no one who is familiar with the autocratic 
temper of the ex-President believes for a moment that relation­ 
ship would make any more difference with him than simple friend­ 
ship.
